had when he was able to enjoy his liber 
But that is not the real point. Hitler's de- 
sign is to wipe out the spiritual and moral 
values which operate only for good, and to 
Yeplace them with an atheistic immorality in 
which that compilation of turgid nonsense, 
“Mein Kampf,” is to be the Bible. From tha 
book only a brute religion could ever be de- 
vised. If Hitler’s scheme to destroy religion 
ever could succeed the state of the world 
would be appalling. Fortunately, however, 
Hitler is up against the greatest, and most 
important imponderable in the universe the 
loyalty of the vast majority of the peoples of 
the world to their spiritual ideals. Against 
it Hitler can never hope to prevail, 

But there is a very wide significance in the 
declaration of President Roosevelt. Hitler: 
may be claiming that in his war against Rus- 
sla he is defending Christendom,—something 
which no reasonable being will for one mo= 
‘ment accept. ‘The fact is that he has com- 
menced a war in which the very future of 
religion, no matter in what form, is being 
threatened. “Never has the issue between 
good and evil been so clearly outlined as it 
has been by President Roosevelt. It is ex= 
ected that all this will be denied by the 
‘Nazis who may refer to the facile manner. in 
which “Hitter has invoked God, but it Is ap- 
parent from the Bible which he would like 
{o foist upon the world that all that is but 
‘mere lip-servico, and that the man Is a com- 
pletely irreligious as are so many of his sup- 
Porters. ‘The looting of the possessions of 
all the religious orders of the world must 
appear particularly enticing to a gang which 
has made its individual fortunes by fraud, 
and consistently preached and carried out the| 
doctrine of loot. ‘There is nothing in the 
argument that, because Hitler's myrmidons 
have not already set about the suppression 
of the church in the occupied territories, and 
the confiscation of its properties, he will never 
do so, He has not yet reached that stage at 
which he can afford to ignore worldwide 
opinion which would be aroused if he acted 
at this juncture,

‘The attempts of the 
German, authorities to’ keep the full extent 
lof the damage done in air raids from the 
JGerman populace is already well known, and 
the varous devices resorted to inthe ‘pro- 
cess. German communiqués to the effect 
{that these raids have done insignificant dam- 
lage have been disproved time and again by 
[photographs which have been taken during 
raids by the R.A.P, by day, and there is not 
the slightest doubt that the destruction which 
has been wreaked on the industrial centres 
lof western Germany has been such as to 
lhave a profound effect upon the production 
lof war material on the one hand and the 
successful maintenance of adequate com- 
munications on the other. The latter is 
jclearly proved by the German resort to the 
jgreater use of shipping along the German 
Jcoast clearly indicating that the disruption 
‘of rail and road communication has led {0 
resort to the sea where the RAF. can do 
[substantial damage to German vessels. 
‘That indeed is claimed to be the case, and 
It is alleged with justification that the dam- 
fage done to the German mercantile marine 
is of considerable importance. Hence all the 
secrecy which the Germans endeavour to 
maintain,” ‘The invulnerability of the German 
[skies of which Goering so often boasted has 
been proved not to exist. ‘The RAF, are 
reaching deeper and deeper into the heart of 
Germany inflicting that damage of a military 
‘nature which is the most effective reply to the

THE NAZI SQUAWK 


Oct, 30, 


The Navy Day specch of President Roose- 
vvelt has proved a bigger success than any of 
others since the commencement of the 
war, ‘That fact is clearly demonstrated by the 
reactions of the enemy to his revelations con- 
cerning the Nazi plans for South America and 
the wiping out of all religions, with the sub- 
stitution therefor of some form of Nazi hide-| 
usness founded on Hitler's “Mein Kampf.” 
‘other of the President's speeches have 
met with but moderate criticism in Ger- 
many and Italy, his latest has brought forth 
a very big squawk from authoritative Ger- 
man quarters, an outburst of typical bombast 
from Gauleiter Mussolini, and a very small 
1 from ‘the latter's ‘comic Journalist, 
‘Giyda. “The German squawi consists mainly 
of the usual abuse to be expected from the 
Nazis, who follow the old practice of, when 
possessing a bad case, slandering the other’ 
side, That they manage to do with “that 
sharreless vulgarity and brazenness” which 
‘a semi-official German. statement attributes 
to President Roosevelt. "As judges of vul- 
garity the Nazis are probably at thelr Best 
they are so addicted to it themselves. 

It was only to be expected that the Ger~ 
man reply to President Roosevelt's statement, 
that he was in possession of a map showing 
how the Nazis intended to carve up South 
America, would be an allegation that the 
Gocument was a forgery. Given freely to 
such practices, as the Germans have proved 
themselves to be on many occasions since the 
‘commencement of the war, it is but natural 
that they would think other people are just 
‘a5 ready to follow thelr criminal example, 
If there had been no map, President Roosevelt 
would still have been ina position to reveal 
to the world Nazis’ ambitions with regard to 
the southern half of the western hemisphere 
as betrayed by the activities of their agents 
{in that part of the world. The map in fact 
jonly serves to crystallize what is already 
‘known, and the indignation, which President 
Roosevelt's reference to it has aroused in 
German oficial quarters, only “serves to 
suggest that by his revelation he has got well 
lunder the Nazi skin. It is always then that 
they squawk so loudly. ‘They are in all pro- 
ability greatly dismayed that the US. In- 
felligence Service should have been abie to 
ull off such a “scoop. 

According to the United Press, authorized 
(German sources declare that “one sees quite 
clearly that President Roosevelt's objective 
is not only to create unrest among German 
People, but to attempt to scare South 
Americans and mobilize churches throughout 
the world against Germany.” ‘That, of cours 
Is very wrong of him. When Hitler decla 
that ‘his invasion of Russia was in de 
‘of Christianity, just anoth

same thing against Russia. He failed.

ey are reported as saying “we are| 
thoroughly familiar with such tricks which

thom ever since the Nazis came Into power. 

But it is the ineffable Gayda who really 
tives the game away.

TUESDAY’S FIRE

Tuesday's, fire, which threatened an im-

In the godown which was alfected it is re- 
ported that in the two storeyed building, of 
Brick exterior walls, lath and plaster ecllings, 
and a wooden’ interior, there were on the 
‘ground floor large quantities of inflammable 
Roots, packed from floor to ceiling. ‘The 





luy a ‘number of Chinese families. Adjoining 
the godown on the south side was a row of 
dilapidated Chinese buildings of wooden con- 
struction in which it is reported large stocks 
Jof kerosene were stored. On the north side 
there was another godown across a five foot 
alleyway in which other goods were kept. 
‘The whole area is a regular rabbit warren 
which should have been removed a long time 
‘ago, and is certainly not a place where it 
‘would be normally expected that inflammable 
goods, quite apart from the kerosene, should 
be stored. 

It speaks well for the activities of the Fire 
Brigade, which made use of no fewer than 
ten engines, that a fire, which had about it 
very tragic potentialities, was quickly got 
under control. “Doubtless they were aided by 
the fact that the wind was not so high as it 
was.on the previous two days, for if it ha 
been, it is possible that the whole block sur- 
rounded by Szechuen, Ningpo, Kiangse and 
Nanking. Roads might’ have been completel 
destroyed. That the godown, constructed as 
it was, and providing storage for such danger: 
ous contents, should ‘be situated where It was 
is bad enough in all conscience, and inquiry 
needs to be made as to why it was permitted 
to exist right in the very heart of the Central 
District, and amidst a congeries of building 
which "had nothing “commendable about 
them. But the storage of kerosene in the 
adjoining ramshackle buildings isan even 
more serious matter, Already" munieipal 
warnings have been issued on the improper 
storing of gasoline and Kerosene, and. it 
appears that in this instance those warnings 
have been completely ignored. 

It is impossible that those drums or tins 
of kerosene could have been put into the 
buildings in which: they exploded . without 
the knowledge of a very large number of 
Beople, and the fact that no complaint. was 
made carlier indicates that the people living 
in that area were not fully apprised of the 
great danger that was in their midst, For- 
tunately, though the place isa regular death 
trap, casualties were slight, but that Is ‘no 
thanks either to those responsible for allow- 
ing the place to exist, or those others who 
apparently for the purpose of taking \ad~ 
vantage of rising prices were hoarding 
gasoline and kerosene. If this practice 18 
followed even in the Central District, it. is 
safe to say that there must be scores of other 
cases in various parts of the city, where 
Gangers, similar to that indicated on Tuesday, 
only await some slight accident to becom 
manifest. ‘That has been recognized by th 
authorities who have issued warnings, but 
this latest fre raises considerable doubt 
whether warnings are sufficient, and whether 
sterner action is not warranted, 

Clearly something in the nature of pro- 
paganda is required, possibly by notices, 

ed at the entrances of every’ alleyway, 
informing the general public of the great 
danger which this illicit storage of: inflam- 
‘mables constitutes, and asking for, or even 
offering rewards for those giving information 
goncerning people guilty of such behaviour. 
‘Then, if the authorities were to see that they 
were'taken to Court, and adequately punish 
$i; at mlght be possible to bring about a 
beiter state of affairs, and diminish dangers 
which undoubtedly exist simply because of 
the cupidity of the hoarders. Tt is a mon- 
sirous thing that valuable properties should 
be menaced as they were on Tuesday after 
noon, even more monstrous it would have 
been’ if destruction had been more wide 
spread, and it is urged that if the Municipal 
suthorities have not at present suffelent 
powers to deal with this abuse, they should 
proceed to secure them with the least pes- 
sible delay. 







































GOLD BAR RACKET 
Oct, 31. 

One of the principal factors contributing 
to the soaring prices of commodities is of 
‘course hoarding, but there are several others 
having a baneful effect upon local markets, 
by no means the least of which being the 
present gambling in gold bars. It is nothing 
but a racket to which the uninformed are 
paying far too much attention. ‘The. cash 
gold bar market is a highly artilelal ex- 
‘change with so small a number as between 
1,000 and 1,500 bars in cireulation, “As the 
siock is very limited operators are able to 
secure wide Muctuations in the price of gold 
bars by transactions which are relatively 
small, ‘The position appears to be that 
speculators can wade in and buy a few bars. 
Because of the limitation of stocks it is quite 
easy to push up prices. At the same time 
they go into other markets and purchase com= 
modities, stocks and shares, with the result 
that they also go up in price. ‘The average 
man in the street, seeing that the eash price 
‘of gold bars has risen tremendously, assumes 
that the fapi is doomed, and in turn’ goes into 
the markets for the same commodities, stocks 
‘and shares, whieh the speculators have pure 
chased, whereupon the latter unload ‘and 
gather’ in their profits, 

‘The process is again started at the lower 
prices which result, and what Shanghai is at 
present witnessing’ is the continual (uring 
of a very vicious circle. How irrational it 
all is ean be seen from the fact that, while 
the United States Government purchases gold 
at the rate of U.S. $35 an ounce, the official 
rate, in Shanghai a market price of about 
US$57, or even more, has been established. 
I has fo be emphasized that this false value 
is entirely due to the limited number of 
gold bars available, combined with the 
readiness of rapacious racketeers to take 
every advantage they possibly can to fleece 
the public. That is what this gold bar racket 
amounts to. It is obviously incorrect for the 

















Upper floor of wooden construction was parti- 
tioned off into rooms used as living quarters 
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public at large to assume that because of this 
purely fletitious value the worth of the fap 
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is any Jess than it was when the racket com- 
menced, ‘The local price of gold bars is con- 
sequentiy no yardstick with which to judge 
the value of Chinese national currency, for 
it is not a fact that it has decreased in value 
as compared with the real price of gold, but 
that artificial conditions have brought about 
an unreal local value for the metal. 

‘The publie should Le on their guard against 
being deluded by unscrupulous manipulators 
at "present, operating “in practically all 
Markets, for in this process of stimulating 
ear-panic the speculators are clearly vielim~ 
izing them. Too much attention to the 
‘alleged value of gold bars in Shanghai is 
merely playing into the hands of these 
racketeers. ‘That a most serious situation is 
belng created by. those profiteers can be 
appreciated from a review of what has been 
happening in recent weeks. It is not easy 10 
suggest a remedy, but it may be that in sheer 
aelf-defence of the whole community against 
the rapacity of these people something will 
have to be dovised.. It is a weird anomaly 
that the Chinese national curreney in Shang- 
hal should be so widely alfected by a few 
daily transactions in a small number of gold 
bars in which all ideas of real values have 
disappeared. 

In the meantime the only manner in_ which 
the general public can protect itself against 
the effects of these manipulations is continu- 
ally to bear in mind, what must again be 
‘emphasized, that the price of gold bars locally, 
Which bears no relation whatever to the real 
value of gold, provides no criterion for esti~ 
mating the true value of the fapl. If that 
is always remembered people will resist being 
stampeded into taking just that course of 
action which can only serve to benefit the 
wretched elements which are seeking to 
batten, and are indeed battening ‘on. the 
misfortunes of the community, This parti- 
eular racket is only one of several respon- 
ible for producing present conditions. It is 
idle to appeal to the operators’ better selves 
for sharks possess no such characteristic when 
close to their prey. ‘The speculators will 
doubtless smugly say that all they are doing 
ig plying legitimate trade, “In the sense that 
such manipulations have not been declared 
unlawful they may be correct, but that their 
conduct is morally indefensibie, especially at 
a time such as this, is something which can- 
not be denied.

Evor since Frederick the Great initiated 
the scheme for the partition of Poland with 
Catherine the Great, Prussia, and Prussianized 
Germany have followed a policy of depreda~ 
tion. ‘The Prussians had done so before, but 
present day tendencies of the Germans are 
dated from the spoliation of Poland. Lord 
Salisbury, Queen Victoria’s last," Prime 
Minister, who did not write a great deal, did, 
however, welte a series of essays on European 
politics in one of which he deals with th 
jermans, and. of Frederick he wrote that 
jpoliation, was the hereditary tradition of 
his race. ‘The whole history of the Kingdom 
‘over which he ruled was a history of lawless 
annexation. Yt was formed of territory 
Alched from. other races and Powers, and 
from no Power so liberally as from Polan« 
Lord Salisbury dealt at length with the rape 
of the Danish duchies of Sleswig and Holstein 
im pursuit of the German plan to become a 
naval power with Kiel as a German seaport. 

‘The procedure was precisely the same as 
that with which the present generation, is 
now familiar. Insignificant or wholly im= 
aginary grievances of the German minorities 
were emphasized and exaggerated,— 
Grievances Which no one but a Prussian ‘in 
Search for a pretext for aggression would 
have dreamed of mentioning. One of those 
tempests of popular madness to which Ger= 
many Is especially liable swept over the Jand, 
‘and an invasion of the duchies followed. 
‘That, naturally meant the violation of solemn 
engaiements, which made Lord Salsbury

whieh it Is almost impossible that” England

But Lord John Russell was in charge of 
foreign affairs at the time and Salisbury 
condemns his management of them as a dis~ 




















graceful combination of “insolence and im- 
becility."" Appeasement was apparently then 
as fashionable as it was to become almost. 
eight decades later. 

What seems so remarkable is the apparent 
inability of suececding generations to learn 
the political lessons to be derived from the. 
experience of their predecessors. There seems. 
slways to have been a touching faith that at 
last a Prussia, or, later, a Germany had 
been found which’ would honour its inter- 
national commitments. At times it was 
rudely shaken, but the chancelleries of] 
Europe seem to have been continually in- 
fatuated with the idea that they were dealing 
with a changed Germany. Time and again 
{that has been proved not io be the case, and 
the present war is due solely to the fact that 
the Allies in the last did no insist upon the 
strict fulflment of the Versailles Treaty. 
‘Admit that that document was not perfect: 
‘experience has shown now that the peace 
‘and good order of Europe can only be en- 
sured by providing in the future that Ger. 
many, when defeated, shall be forced if 
necessary to honour her commitments, and 
that attempts to evade obligations will in 
sanctions. Lord Salisbury knew his Get 
mans; generations which have followed him 
very plainly do not. 























A WELCOME MOVE 
Nov. 1. 

It is indeed very welcome mows that the 
Shanghai Municipal Council, together with 
the authorities of the French’ Concession, are 
taking steps to bring about a stoppage in the 
profiteering in essential commodities which 
has become rampant during the past few 
weeks. It is to be hoped that importers, and 
local manufacturers of goods will fully’ res- 
ond to the authorities’ appeal for coopera 
tion, for it is only by the closest and most 
enthusiastic collaboration that. it “will be| 
possible to exercise that restraint upon re~ 
tuilers which is necessary if prices of prime 
necessaries are not to soar beyond the reach 
of the ordinary consumer. ‘The formation 
of an association of importers, and manu~ 
facturers along the lines suggested in the 
communiqué issued by the Council should 
provide the authorities with an organization 
giving very valuable information and. ns~ 
sistance, and, if they adhere to the five 
principles set’out, it should be possible with= 
cut too great a delay to get effective action. 

‘The immediate scope of activities which it 
fs hoped to cover by such an_ association 
‘acting in conjunction with the officials of the 
two foreign areas is wisely confined to such 
things as imported, and locally-manufactured 
foodstufts, condiments, cleansing materials 
medicines, cigarettes,’ tobacco, soap and 
beverages.” If the retail prices of these can 
‘be controlled a much better situation will be 
brought about than at present exists. But 
it must not be assumed that the task of 





jestablishing price control will be at all easy. 
There ‘in existence various powerful 
retailers’ associations which may be expected 





to offer strong resistance to any attempts to 
control them. They have for long had things 
very much their own way and will probably 
not yield except under the heaviest pres~ 
sure. ‘That can be exerted in many ways, 
‘ond there js no doubt that if the authorities 
‘act with the requisite firmness, and receive 
the full support of the public the present 
‘unhappy state of affairs can be amended. 
‘The positions of the Councils of the Inter- 
national Settlement and the French Con- 
cession vis-a-vis of the Consular Body and 
the French Consul-General respectively are 
such that there should be no very real dif 
culty in securing all the powers necessary to 
make this new movement successful. If they 
fare all guided by the realization that in 
such unprecedent times as these unprecedent~ 
ed measures may not only be proper but 
can actually be made legal, it will be possible 
fo put a curb on the rank profiteering. in 
foodstuffs which is apparent to all. If steps 
which would be unusual in normal times 
have to be taken, they should be without the 
slightest hesitation, for the authorities will 
know full well that in any attempt. to 
ameliorate the lot of the residents in this! 
city they will have the completest support. 
of all, ‘The problems which are being pre- 
sented will have to be handled promptly’ 
and firmly, and if unserupulous profiteers 
endeavour fo offer resistance means of dealing. 
with them must be devised. ‘That is essen- 
Ual in the interest of the whole community. 


But the full cooperation of the public will 
be necessary. It is not proposed at this stage| 
to indicate how they can assist the authori 
ties, though doubtless some methods will 
readily commend themselves to readers, 
it the public stand behind their authorities 
In the determination not to be fleeced whole- 
sale by profiteering retailers of prime 
essentials, there is not the slightest doubt 
that they’ will be able fo impose their wil 
fon reealeitrants. Should present retailers 
rove obstructive, means must be established 
whereby direct relations between the manu- 
facturers, and importers, and the consumers 
‘can be effected, ‘That may prove somewhat 
cumbersome at first, though there is no 
Feason why some such plan should not be 
carried "out “successfully, in which  those| 
relailers who steadfastly refuse to come into 
Vine would be short-circuited, ‘There must 
be no nonsénse or shilly-shallying in this 
matter of protecting the residents of Shang- 
hal from the rapacity of certain retailers, for| 
If the ofleials of the two foreign areas act 
promptly and decisively the objectives which 
they have in mind should surely be attained.

"The determination 
of the Soviets to rob the Germans of any 
substantial fruits of victory is evidenced by, 
what happened in Kiev.

‘The Russians appear also to have sueceed- 
ed in evacuating most of their heavy in- 
dustrial machinery out of the Ukraine, and 
to have installed most of it already in new 
centres east of the Urals where the output 
‘of war material is steadily increasing, Rich 
as the occupied territories in western Russia 
fare in raw materials necessary for war pur- 
poses the loss of the Ukraine has not meant 
the destruction of the Russian war industry. 
‘That it has been sadly hampered must be 
admitted, But if before the evacuation forty 
per cent. of the Russlan war production 
potential was east of the Urals well over half 
must now be: established there and already 
working, with much more to be set up. It 
speaks well for Russian efficiency that though

‘That will certainly be the case if 
hhe sees Mrs, G. H. Wasser who has been 
evacuated to Brisbane, and who in a letter 
to the “South China Morning Post” asks ‘why 
does the Government persist in futile efforts

‘The fact that the evacuation instructions 
in Hongkong have been evaded by so many 
Suggests that as much muddling went on in 
connection with it as is revealed by the 
evidence given before the commission which 
ig enquiring into the ARP. scandal, and 
there: is considerable support for the sugges- 
tion that this question of evacuation should 
be: made the subject of an investigation. 
‘There certainly should be some enquiry to 
decide who was responsible for as wretched 
a piece of bungling as the colony's ad- 
ministration has been guilty of. It docs not 
matter whether the evacuation was ordered 
by Whitehall or not. If it was, it was the 
duty of the local authorities ‘to see. that 
the instructions were carried out without 
fear or favour. They failed to do so and 
a great deal of unnecessary inconvenience, 
if not of actual suffering has been caused. 
‘There can be no wonder at the indignation 
which has been aroused and which still 
exists after the passage of a whole year since 
the evacuation commenced, and ihe desire 
that some one should be ‘brought to book 
is in the circumstances understandable. 
Whether the women in Australia 
‘be more successful than their 
Hongkong husbands have been with Mr. 
Dutt Cooper and. the colonial” govern- 
‘ment remains to be seen. That he brought 
his own wife to. the East, despite the 
existence of ‘The Situa'ion,” may mean much 
‘or nothing, but he should’find it difficult to 
deny the evacuated women's request to be 
allowed to rejoin their husbands in the light 
‘of what he has done. Surely, if Lady Duff 
Cooper can share her husband's risks, any 
‘other British woman should be allowed to do 
the same thing. "Yet it is to be feared that 
‘the deputation will have but little chance 
of success. It Is always difficult to persuade 
the official mind to change its decisions even 
when it knows it has erred egregiously, and 
the ‘return of the women from Australia 
would Involve a very serious loss of official 
face. If Mr. Duff Cooper can, however, bring. 
about a change he will undoubtedly gain the 
gratitude of a large number of Hongkong 
people who should never have been treated 
In the way they have been.

He 
has, however, been cursed with asthma for 
years. ‘Those who have suffered trom this 
aliction Know that it can do as much, if 
ot more, to sap the vitality and weaken ‘the 
efficiency’ as many a disease which has 
earned a much wickeder reputation in 
popular medical lore. Some say that it 
attacks its victims worse during the English 
winter. ‘There have been others who have 
rather resented this assertion as a slur on the 
English summer, maintaining, with some 
reason, it must be admitted, that there is) 
very little to choose between summer and 
‘winter in those Islands of the Blessed. ‘That, 
however, is a point which must be’ settled 
Yetween' meteorologists. So far as the talk 
‘of Lord Beaverbrook’s resignation {is con- 
cerned—and it should not be forgotten that 
there has been no official statement as yet 
upon the subject—it should be enough to 
remember “what a handicap a chronic!

‘Mr. Aitken, but Lord Beaverbrook, one of 
‘the most influential men in the Empire, and 
its corollary, that he is a man accustomed 
to getting things done, it may be legitimate 
to guess that he has ‘not always found his 
way smdoth in dealing with the permanent 
civil servants with whom his Government 
Fesponsibilities must have brought him into 
constant contact. The tradition of the Cir- 
eumlocution Office—"how not to do it"—is 
unfortunately not yet dead. “Upon my soul 
you mustn't come into the place saying you 
want to know, you know.” ‘The barnacles 
SUN stick to the Ship of State. “When 
business is regularly before that Dopart- 
ment, whatever it is, then you can_ watch 
it from time to time’ through that Depart- 
ment.

Since he became Minister of 
Supply Lord Beaverbrook ‘has successfully 
undertaken two most important missions. The 
first was in the United States, where he de~ 
clared himself to be the “biggest buyer on 
the cuff” his interviewers had ever met, And 
the second was in Soviet Russia, where, in 
collaboration with Mr. Averill Harriman, Pre- 
sident Roosevelt's representative, he conclud~ 
ed with amazing swiftness an agreement to 
supply Russia with nearly everything she 
wanted. In neither case could he have been 
useful ‘had he not possessed the complete 
confidence of the British Government. In 
the United States and in Moscow he was 
given what amounted to a blank cheque. 
That confidence he has not forfeited. AS 
member of the War Cabinet he must know 
more than most what Britain can attempt 
with reasonable chances of success. AS a 
British subject with more than the usual lot 
of commonsense, he must understand that it 
Wwould be the supremest folly to placate a 
noisy minority by promises to invade the 
Continent ; by giving the enemy just the in- 
formation ‘he would pay anything to have. 
If Lord Beaverbrook leaves the Government 
for any other reason than his health, it will 
be because he is dissatisfied over method. 
He will not be the only one so dissatisfied. 
Factory workers who are already hard at it, 
feel they can do more. At the root of what 
restlessness there is lies the fear that the 
utmost is not being wrung out of the people's 
éffort, A few more revolutions may be got 
out of the production machine without 
wrecking its economy, Let the Nazis make 
no mistake, ‘This restlessness bodes no good 
for them.

Salt Shortage Caused 
Prices to Rise Here 


Nov. 4, 

‘The price of salt in Shanghal has 
[been greatly increased of late and it 
jis learned that this is not due to 
‘hoarding although there might be 
profiteering among retail shop own- 
jers. Rumours are current that coun- 
try women who supply the bulk of 
salt needed ‘by Chinese, households 
here have not been visiting foreign 
fareas here for some time because of 
restrictions in Pootung whence they 
jusually come, 

Since the conclusion of the hostil 
{ties in the Shanghal orea more than 
four years ago, residents have been 
Jouying {rom salt smugglers, ‘mostly 
women who carry bags of salt plying 
in all streets and calling ‘people to 
[buy because salt sold in retail shops 
is highly priced. Chinese nouse~ 
wives are beginning to show anxioty 
in view of the recent ‘non-appear~ 
fance of the country women who sell 
{he shih yien" oF literally “private 
salt." 

Several days ago, people could till 
Jobtain such salt from hawkers at the 
price of $1 per catty and about four 
founces, but the price has been coar- 
ing during the past fow days, Know- 
jing that. residents cannot obtain. 
“private salt” now. retail shops are 
sald to be increasing their prices. In 
other words, Shanghai residents are 
Jconfronted with a new. diMeuky in 
oblaining daily necessaries at a rea- 
[sonable price. . 

Informed Chinese circles believe 
Jthat the increase in the price of salt 
provides ample evidence that in try- 
ing to obtain forelg exchange to 
cover other commodities whieh are 
imported, authorities may not succeed 
in reducing prices of all important 
lcommodities. It the rumour that 
there are restrictions in Pootung pre~ 
venting salt hawkers from coming 
into foreign areas is true, then the 
question 1s again somewhat political 
in nature.
